Congressional committee 
reaches compromise in clash 
between students, banks

College students may be saving money on student loans 
next year, thanks to a drop in interest rates, but the rates may 
not drop as low as scheduled. 

The House Committee on Education and the Workforce 
reached a compromise in the clash between students and 
bankers Wednesday, passing amendments to the Higher 
Education Reauthorization Act of 1997 that set the interes 
rate for student loans at 7.43 per- |

Construction crew 
ignites grease while 
sawing through duct

The University Union was partially evacu- 
ated Saturday after sparks from a saw ignited 
grease in the ventilation system. 

Students and staff filed out of the union as 
fire engines arrived and black smoke came 
from the duct on the roof. 


Sociologist

A good teacher is like a good leader, in 
that both should be willing to listen. 

Such is the philosophy of sociology pro- 
fessor Ayad Al-Quazzaz, who has plenty to 
say on the subject. 

Al-Quazzaz — who has taught courses 
in the sociology department at CSUS since 
1969 — is an expert on the Middle East, 
and has commented on the recent crisis 
with Iraq on the local news. 

Regarding leadership, Al-Quazzaz said 
diplomacy differs from dictatorship, con- 
trary to the definitions of President Clinton. 


The fire apparently started when workers 
from Pro-Metals cut through the vents in the 
old Hornets’ Nest to remove them, according 
to Ed Vasques, the Sacramento Fire Depart- 
ment battalion chief. 

Sparks from the saw ignited the grease 
accumulated in the duct. 

“The only damage was to the vent system, 
and since it was being removed, this will be 
a negative loss,” said Vasques. “There was 
some water on the floors and walls, but 
because it is tiled, this required only minor 
clean-up.” 

A construction crew member from Pro- 
Metals called the fire department at about 11 


a.m. Three engines and two trucks responded 
to the 911 call. 

The construction worker said the incident 
was “actually very minor and the crew handled 
the situation.” 

The fire department was only brought in 
because of the smoke and the fact that people 
might have panicked, the construction worker 
said. 

The fire occurred in a bend of a duct 
designed to carry smoke and fumes from the 
kitchen area to the roof. The construction 
crew was aware of the fire hazard caused by 
the combination of grease and sparks from 
the saw. 


rings insight from Lraq 


“Dictatorship is either do this or else,” 
said Al-Quazzaz, who thinks the United 
States government needs to be more flex- 
ible and willing to listen. “The Iraqi gov- 
ernment would love to have a dialogue.” 

Al-Quazzaz said it is the Iraqi people 
who are suffering through the current United 
Nations sanctions, not Saddam Hussein. 
According to Al-Quazzaz, U.N. reports in- 
dicate that 5,000 Iraqi children die every 
month due to ascarcity of food, clean water 
and lack of medicine. 

The Iragi dilemma is not going to go 
away, said Al-Quazzaz, and it is important 
to continue to have dialogue on the issue. 
Now is a good time to reflect on how the 


crisis was handled and figure how to better 
meet future conflicts. 

Although outspoken, Al-Quazzaz does 
not seek the spotlight for his philosophies. 
In fact, in the past he has had problems 
when dealing with the public. He said he is 
often misinterpreted; during the 1991 Gulf 
War the FBI made visits to him several 
times. 

“T am anti-war, but not anti-American,” 
Al-Quazzaz says. “Saddam is a butcher and 
a dictator. I have no problem with that. But 
he is not the only one on earth.” 

Al-Quazzaz was born in Bhagdad, Iraq 
in 1941 to illiterate parents. He obtained an 
undergraduate degree in sociology at the 


‘All of these types of vents are like that,” 
said the crew member. “All you can do is cut 
through them. The ducts are made to with- 
stand fire and contain it within the vent.” 

Deputy State Fire Marshall Jeff Dragila 
sent an investigator to the site Monday morn- 
ing. He found no evidence of danger and said 
the situation was handled effectively. 

“The duct shaft performed the way it was 
supposed to by containing the fire,” Dragila 
said. “The fire department was called, but 
they didn’t use any water. They evaluated it 
and decided to just let it burn out.”

A 
Hewlett-Packard DeskWriter 520 is 
part of the package as well. 

The 15 computers transferred to 
Oak Ridge will be the first ones this 
year, said CSUS property supervisor 
Tomas Lopez. Contingent to each 
transfer is CSUS receiving new com- 
puters to free up older machines.

Forum focuses 
on global trade 


As part of a nationwide pro- 
gram highlighting concerns over 
the growing global economy, 
CSUS is hosting a Democracy 
Teach-In forum from noon to 2 
p.m. onWednesday in Library 
room 11. 

“Economic Globalization: Is 
Your Economic Opportunity Be- 
ing Traded?” will focus on the 
effect of new and proposed trade 
policies on people throughout the 
world. Speakers include Victor 
Menotti, program director for the 
International Forum on Global- 
ization; Anaradha Mittal, policy 
director for the Food First Insti- 
tute; and arepresentative from the 
office of Congressman Robert 
Matsui, D-Sacramento. 

Proposed trade policies such as 
the Multi-Lateral Agreement on 
Investment should evoke concern 
throughout the world, said CSUS 
social work professor Arline 
Prigoff. 

New trade policies give rights 
to transnational organizations and 
investors, but the responsibilities 
are given to the governments. 

“Foreign investors can come in 
and buy out whole economies,” 
Prigoff said. “It’s taking any kind 
of control away from local com- 
munities.” 

The forum is sponsored by the 
CSUS division of social work, eth- 
nic studies and the Bertha Capen 
Reynolds Society of Sacramento. 
It is funded by the Visiting Schol- 
ars Program of CSUS.

two possible suspects, univer? 
sity police are no longer ac- 
tively investigating the Feb. 6 
theft of a State Hornet com- 
puter. The computer was re- 
turned two days after the theft 
by an informant. 

“A citizen contacted us and 
told us he had met someone ata 
coffee house in downtown Sac- 
ramento,” said investigator 
John Hamrick. “He brought him 
the central processing unit (of a 
Macintosh) and asked if it could 
be fixed and sold.” ) 

When the informant took the 
computer home and booted it 
up, he noticed there were graph- 
ics files from the State Hornet. 
He then called the university to 


see if the campus newspaper 


was missing a computer. 


“We had two possible sus- . 


pects in mind,” Hamrick said. 
“Our informant looked at pho- 
tographs, but could not pick out 
who gave him the computer.” 

The thief apparently re- 
moved a 10-inch-wide window 
from the State Hornet office, 
ripped off the security device 
and slipped the computer out of 
the building, leaving the moni- 
tor behind. Campus police 
dusted both for fingerprints, but 
did not come up with any new 
leads. 

“The investigation is still 


open, but we are not actively 


pursuing leads,” Hamrick said.

Additionally Hammond and 
Moates gave the strongest musical 
performances, with Hammond per- 
forming the well-known “Send in 
the Clowns” beautifully. 

Other notable performances were 
given by Vivian Krich-Brinton as 
Fredricka Armfeldts, Desiree’s 
daughter; Fritzi Youngstedt as 


Madam Armfeldt; Ace Edwards as 
Henrik Egerman; Michael Maples 
as Count Carl-Magnus; and Jenni- 
fer L. Newman as Countess Char- 
lotte Malcom. 

_The orchestra was a major con- 
tributor to the production and did 
an excellent performance with the 
beautiful and, at times, whimsical, 
yet complex musical numbers.

Authors provide complete history of reggae, mon

For anyone who was unaware, nei- 
ther the Mighty Mighty Bosstones nor 
Sublime invented ska music. Actually, 
by late 1960, it had already become a 
dominant musical force on the Jamai- 


can reggae scene. 

Also, even though his inspired tal- 
ent and mainstream success were re- 
sponsible for a great deal of the music’s 
surge in popularity in the ’70s, reggae 
certainly did not begin or end with Bob 
Marley. Actually, mento — an early 
form of Jamaican reggae similar to 
calypso — could be found on 78rpm 
singles of the early 1950s. 

These and countless other inter- 
esting facts can be derived from 


“Reggae: The Rough Guide,” a book 
that can be described as anything but 
rough. In fact, if there was one word 
that would best describe this compi- 
lation of history and facts, it would 
be: comprehensive. 

Written by Steve Barrow and Pe- 
ter Dalton, this first edition covers 
the entire history of recorded Jamai- 
can music, from 50s mento and Rythm 
& Blues to current dance hall and 
reggae trends. 

Designed for the novice listener, the 
book goes to great lengths to include 
definitions and descriptions of the wide 
variety of reggae styles and trends. 
There is even a glossary in the back of 
the book, defining many of the genre’s 
slang terms (see infobox). 

Although reggae is primarily Ja- 
maican in its origin, the book also high- 
lights its occurrences throughout the 
rest of the world. It includes entire 
chapters devoted to British and U.S. 
reggae, as well as the various biogra- 
phies, timelines and related essays. 

“Reggae: The Rough Guide” also 
contains over 1000 CD and viny] re- 
views. Each review is a four to eight 
sentence blurb that describes the 
album’s contents and points out spe- 
cific highlights. 

From ragga to ska to rocksteady to 
skank, reggae’s roots have been thor- 
oughly investigated and reported by 
this team of authors. 

While devoting ample space to more 
popular, mainstream acts such as 
Shabba Ranks, Shaggy and the entire 
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0S utt erer-or sufferah: AJ amaican ghetto dweller. 
Mid-late 1970's roots reggae was "suffarah's music."

Anyone interested in learning 
about the music, history or culture 
of reggae should be impressed with 
the extensive material covered in 
this book. It will. not disappoint 
those actively searching for a thor- 
ough understanding of the topic. 


However, this book is not for 
those with only a passing fancy for 
the musical genre. 

Its absolute comprehensiveness 
will probably fail to captivate pas- 
sive listeners content with a knowl- 
edge of reggae based solely upon 
their worn-out copy of Bob Marley’s 
“Legend.”

Hornets ousted by Huskers | 


oftball team’s superhuman efforts cut short by Nebraska

1 season long, the Sacramento State 
softtall team has made a habit of never quit- 
ting regardless of the score. 

This trend continued over the weekend as 
the| Hornets completed a successful run 
through its own Capital Classic Tournament, 
using two late inning comebacks against Ohio 
State and San Jose State to help go 5-2 over 
the four day event. 

~ Sac State (15-12) was eliminated by even- 
tual champion Nebraska in the quarterfirals 
of the loser’s bracket after beating them éar- 
lier in the double loss tournament, but came 
away feeling good about itself. | 

“We left our mark on a lot of teams,” said 
head coach Kathy Strahan. “I told the team 
that if they looked over their shouldes, they 
left a lot of destruction behind then. I’m 
proud of the way Sac State played.” 

The Hornets began pool play by beating 
Baylor 1-0 and Central Michigan 8-3, setting 
up their huge comeback against the Buckeyes 


Down 6-0.in the sixth inning, the Hornets 
scored seven times in the final two innings to 
grab an improbable win. Jill Haas hit two 
home runs, setting anew Hornet careerrecord 
and propelling Sac State into bracket play 
undefeated. 

The Hornets continued by beating Ne- 
braska on Friday night 4-2 to improve their 
record to 4-0 in the Classic, but then fell 
Saturday morning to the lowa Hawkeyes 8-5, 
sending them to the losers’ bracket. 

This set up one of the most dramatic plays 
of the tournament against San Jose State on 
Saturday. 

The Spartans jumped out to a 2-0 lead in 
the second inning only to have the Hornets 
battle back to tie the game in the fifth. San 
Jose grabbed the lead back, 3-2, on an error 
by Hornet shortstop Katie Cichy in the sixth 
inning, making it look like the Hornets ap- 
pearance in the tournament was over. 

With two outs in the bottom of the seventh 
though, and the game on the line, Hornet 
second basemen Andrea Becker fouled off 
several balls with two strikes before finally 


getting a base hit. Then, the Hornets most 
consistent hitter catcher Jenny O’Leary 
stepped up to the plate. 

As if written for a movie script, O’ Leary 
fell behind two strikes and looked like she 
was in trouble. But with the pressure on and 
the Hornet’s chances at winning almost ex- 
tinguished, she proceeded to hit a home run 
over the left field fence, giving Sac State the 
dramatic 4-3 victory and keeping their tour- 
nament chances alive. 

“It was just a base hit,” said O’Leary after 
her game winner. ““We’re used to coming 
back, we love it. Don’t ever count us out if 
we re down, no matter if it’s 12-0 because we 
will score. Don’t go home early.” 

The win did have a negative side for the 
Hornets, as they had to turn right around and 
play a Husker team that was looking for 
revenge. Nebraska jumped out to a 5-0 lead 
thanks to a home run by Christi McCoy and 
then punched Sac State’s ticket out of the 
Classic on Jennifer Lizama’s threerun shot to

net baseball team is coming on strong. 

The Hornets’ latest victim was 
New Mexico State, which came to 
town last weekend for a three-game 
series and left with three losses. 

“We played a very good hitting 
team this weekend,” siad Hornet head 
coach John Smith. “They’ ve got five 
Or six guys in their lineup that are 
dangerous.” 

Smith said the Aggies came into the 
series with 49 homeruns on the season. 

After blowing out the Aggies 13- 
7 on Friday, the Hornets made an 
incredible comeback Saturday after- 
noon to beat New Mexico State 6-5. 

Down 5-4 in the bottom of the ninth, 
Brandon Marshall hit a two-run homer 
to give Sac State the win 6-5. 

The baseball team has been on a 
roll, winning seven straight. The last 
time the team had won this many 
games consecutively was in 1992, 
when it won 16 in a row. 

“Fortunately, this is happening at 
the right time, when we’ re in confer- 
ence play,” Smith said. 

The Hornets took their momen- 
tum into Sunday’s series finale, scor- 
ing at least one run in each of the first 
five innings. The Hornets never trailed 
the Aggies and led 9-3 going into the 


first save of the year. 

Coach Smith attributes the team’ s~- 
recent success to getting better pro- 
ductivity from his pitching staff. 

“Early in the year our pitching 
was not on track,” Smith said. “The 
rain prevented our pitchers from get- 
ting into a rhythm. In the last two 
weeks our pitching staff has turned 
the corner and has stabilized to where 
they’re pitching consistently.” 

One of those pitchers who has turned 
the corner is right-hander Dustin Tubb. 

In game one Tubb (4-3) pitched 
eight innings, allowing just five runs. 
Tubb also struck out nine batters, the 
most strikeouts by any Hornet starter 
in a single game all year. 

Another Hornet who had a tre- 
mendous weekend was senior Jason 
Bolton. Bolton went eight for nine at 
the plate in the first two games, col- 
lecting for runs and five RBI. Bolton 
also knocked in four home runs dur- 
ing the series. His three-game perfor- 
mance earned him Big West Confer- 
ence Player of the Week honors.

night; it is a progressive and con- 
tinual effort that must be maintained 
at all costs. 

And finally, allow me a few words 
on the issue of parking. I’ll make an 
astonishing statement: more parking = 
more spaces.One the priorities of each 
officer in the ASI is to fight for the 
wants and needs of the student body. 
We can follow either one of two ap- 
proaches to the problem: attack the 
source or attack the symptoms. 

Using the ASI shuttle to ferry stu- 
dents around the parking lotis a poorly 
conceived idea. Most students arrive 
on campus around 8 to:10:a.m.,.do 
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taking a half an ‘hour peéretrip, can 
solve the parking problem? Would 
you wait a half an hour to save your- 
self a5 minute walk? Does this make 
sense? No, it’s quite silly, 

The solution relies on guarantee- 
ing that the administration makes this 
their number one priority. In other 
words, put the funds where they are 
needed. The library quad is a beautiful 
sight, but not worth the quarter of a 
million dollars it took to construct it. 
The State Hornet did a great service to 
the students by reporting that most of 
this cost was taken directly out of the 
parking budget.Parking will only be 
solved by the ASI working with the 
administration; not by trying to stop a 
firestorm with a water pistol. 

You have many decisions to make 
this year. Besides the normal collec- 
tion of social and economic pitfalls, 
you must select next year’s student 
government. When you goto the polls 
and actively participate and a mem- 
ber of Sac State, choose wisely. Hon- 
estly, accountability and cogentideas 
are definite prerequisites of any ASI 
office. Select these individuals and 
always remember the ASI Motto: 
“Student’s First.”

PARKING PLANS 


There has been a lot of talk about 
our plan to fix the parking problems 
at Sac State. Today, we would like to 
outline the details of our 1 year plan 
to alleviate the parking problem. The 
“Parking Alleviation Plan of 1998” 
consists of 4 parts: | 

1. Re-alignment or elimination of 
Faculty parking lots. We have all had 
to park out in the football stadium or 
overflow parking lots at one time or 
another, for some of us it’s everyday. 
There is nothing more frustrating than 
walking past all of the empty, green 
decal, parking spaces. We are all 
adults here and we all pay for our 
right to park on campus. Why not 
make parking first come, first served? 

2. Creation of a campus-to-over- 
flow shuttle program. This would op- 
erate kind of like the Disneyland Tram 
system. The Shuttle would carry stu-

dents back and forth between the over- 
flow parking areas and the main cam- 
pus. We wouldn’tbe so worried about 
trying to get a front row spot if we 
knew that we could hop on the Shuttle 
and ride on into campus. 

Quite simply, we’re talking about 
extending the current Night Shuttle 
program into the day. This would be 
a very low cost program torun. There 
are 23,000 students on our campus 
and parking permits cost $63 per se- 
mester. Do the Math! Why not spend 
parking money on a program relating 
to parking? 

3. Create an ASI Task Force with 
the specific charge‘of improving stu- 


dent parking and implementing the 


paraig-plan. In addition to parking 
improvements, the Task Force will 
look at ways to better promote our 
current shuttle program to those who 
live near campus. ASI is the govern- 
ing body of the students at Sac State. 
We’re talking about representing over 
23,000 students. Together, we have 
just as much influence, if not more, as 
the faculty or administration does on 
this campus. After all, aren’t we the 
customers here? 

4. Make a new parking garage the 
university’s #1 priority. The fact of 
the matter is that the university has 
the money to build a new parking 
garage. So much so that they used the 
money from our parking permits to 
construct our new library quad. Others 
say that a new garage would only re- 
cover the spaces lost because of con- 
struction. Let’s calculate this together. 

Take a small parking lot about the 
size of the first floor of a parking ga- 
rage. Now, multiply that number by 
about six more floors. Let’s go one step 
further and put the garage where the 
temporary buildings are. Doesn’t it 
make sense to build another parking 
garage? 

The bottom line here is that the 
parking problem has been ignored 
for far too long! It is time for ASI to 
get involved and address a real stu- 
dent issue. Others may believe that 
the solution to the parking problem is 
creating more bike lockers. The real- 
ity is that students here at Sac State 
have to commute! The average Sac 
State student commutes 12 miles to 
school. The fact that our bike lockers 
are always empty attests to this fact. 
Let’s admit the facts and address the 
issues! A vote for Gary Davis is a 
vote for action! So far, there are two 
other candidates running for office 
that support this plan and would, in 
my opinion, make very strong stu- 
dent leaders within ASI. 

Take a good look at Jennifer Helms 
for Executive Vice-president and 
Geoff Sakala for Vice-president of 
University Affairs. We will address 
the parking problem today. Tomor- 
row you will have better parking. 
“Let’s Do It!” April 21&22.

According to Dragila, the grease burned 
up in about 15 minutes. 

« “There was a lot of black smoke, but 
apparently it was just the grease burning 
off, so we got lucky,” said campus police 
officer W.B. Gnagy, who was on hand to 
control traffic while State University Drive 
East was blocked by the engines. 

- According to Don Hinde, director of the 
University Union, the ducts are cleaned 
every two months and had last been cleaned 
Feb. 5. Dragila said there was no reason the 
construction crews should have cleaned the 
grease out of the ducts before sawing them. 

The University Union has a manual fire 
alarm system. Because the fire was so small, 
contractors decided not to activate it, said 
Dragila. 

- “Evacuations were really slow. There 
was no alarm and people just found out 
about the fire by word of mouth,” said 
Yvonne Casiano, who works in the Union 
Store. 

Rebecca Dietzler, the weekend and night 
manager of the Union, said she was “un- 
aware there was even any work happening 
im the kitchen area, but it is not unusual 
with all of the construction going on.” 

The University Union expansion and 
modification project has been under con- 
struction since fall 1996 and is scheduled to 
be completed by late June 1998. The fire 
should have no effect on the completion 
date.

Al-Quazzaz said he chose to study soci- 


_ ology while reading a book by Ali-Wardi, 


an Iraqi sociology professor who taught at 
the University of Texas. 

According to Al-Quazzaz, an educa- 
tional institution is a place where ideas are 
open to discussion. When there is a na- 
tional crisis, he thinks it is important for 
CSUS students to have a forum for open 
debate. 

He said that whenever there is an impor- 
tant issue occurring in the world, Associ- 
ated Students Inc. should host a panel dis- 
cussion as a forum offering alternative in- 
formation to what is offered through the 
mass media. But students must initiate this 
process, he said. 

Al-Quazzaz is concerned about the 
media’s role in portraying important is- 
sues. The media is quite biased, not often 
digging beyond the portrayal of cultural 
stereotypes, he said. 

In regard to teaching, Al-Quazzaz un- 
derstands the various demands students 
have on their time — and has altered his 
teaching style to accommodate his stu- 
dents. 

“Most students have the demands of 
three full-time roles: as parents, students 
and employees,” he said. 

Al-Quazzaz said his courses are an ap- 
petizer on a given subject — it is up to the 
students whether they take extra time to
